represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois H ghway Code is anmended by
changing Sections 6-130, 6-508, and 6-701.8 and adding

Section 6-132 as foll ows:

Sec. 6-130. Notw thstanding any other provision of this
Act to the contrary, no township road district may continue
in existence if the roads formng a part of the district do
not exceed a total of 4 mles in length. On the first Tuesday
in April of 1975, or of any subsequent year next succeedi ng
the reduction of a township road systemto a total m | eage of
4 mles or |less, each such township road district shall, by
operation of Jlaw, be abolished. The roads conprising that
district at that tinme shall thereafter be adm nistered by the
townshi p board of trustees by contracting with the county, a

muni ci pality or a private contractor. The townshi p board of

trustees shall assune all taxing authority of a township road

district abolished under this Secti on.

Sec. 6-132. Recycling. A road district nay organi ze or

participate in one or nore recycling progranse and may use

nmoneys in its district road fund to pay for all or part of

the direct costs of recycling.

Sec. 6-508. (a) For the purpose of constructing or

repairing bridges, culverts, drainage structures or grade
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separations, including approaches thereto, at the joint
expense of a county and a road district and obtaining aid
from the county as provided in Section 5-501 of this Code,
there may be included in the annual tax |levies provided for
in Section 6-501 of this Code a tax of not to exceed .05% of
the value of all the taxable property in the road district,
as equalized or assessed by the Departnent of Revenue, which
tax shall be in addition to and nay be in excess of the
maxi mum | evy and may be extended at a rate in addition to and
in excess of the tax rate for road purposes authorized under
Section 6-501 of this Code.

Such tax, when collected, shall constitute and be held by
the treasurer of the district as a separate fund to be
expended for the construction or repair of bridges, culverts,
dr ai nage structures or gr ade separ ati ons, i ncl udi ng
approaches thereto, at the joint expense of the county and
the road district. The highway comm ssioner shall separately
specify in the certificate required by Section 6-501 the
anount necessary to be raised by taxation for the purpose of
constructing or repairing bridges, culverts, drainage
structures or grade separ ati ons, i ncl udi ng appr oaches
thereto, at the joint expense of the county and the road
district. Upon the approval by the county board of the
anount so certified as provided in Section 6-501 of this
Code, the county clerk shall extend the sanme against the
taxable property of the road district, provided the anpunt
t hus approved shall not be extended at a rate in excess of
.05% of value, as equalized or assessed by the Departnment of
Revenue.

When any inprovenent project for which a tax may be
levied under this Section has been ordered as provided in
Section 5-501 and the estimated cost of such project to the
road district is in excess of the anount that wll be

realized fromthe annual tax |evy authorized by this Section
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when extended and collected, then the road district my
accunul ate the proceeds of such tax for such nunber of years
as may be necessary to acquire the funds necessary to pay the
district's share of the cost of such project. 1In counties in
which a property tax extension limtation is inposed under
the Property Tax Extension Limtation Law and the inposition
of the property tax extension limtation prevents a road
district fromlevying taxes for road purposes at the required
rate, a road district may retain its eligibility if, at the
time the property tax extension [imtation was inposed, the
road district was levying at the required rate and continues
to levy the maxi num all owabl e anbunt after the inposition of
the property tax extension limtation. It shall not be a
valid objection to any subsequent tax | evy made under this
Section that there remains unexpended noney arising from a
preceding levy of a prior year because of the accunul ation
provided for in this Section.

The rate limtation inposed by this Section nay be
increased for a 10 year period to up to 0.25% of the val ue of
all the taxable property in the road district, as equalized
or assessed by the Departnent of Revenue if the proposition
for the increased tax rate is submtted under Sections 6-504
and 6-505 and receives a mgjority of all ballots cast on the
proposition at the election held under Section 6-505.

(b) Al surplus funds remaining in the hands of the
treasurer of the road district after the conpletion of any
construction or repairing of Dbridges, culverts, drainage
structures or grade separ ati ons, i ncl udi ng appr oaches
thereto, wunder this Section, shall be turned over at the
request of the highway conm ssioner, with the witten consent
of the county superintendent, to the regular road fund of the
road district. Upon such request, no further |evy under this
Section is to be extended by the county clerk wunless the

proposition authorizing such further levy is submtted under
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Sections 6-504 and 6-505 and receives a mgjority of all
ballots cast on the proposition at the election held under
Section 6-505.

(c) The noneys from this tax may also be wused for
construction and maintenance of bridges, culverts and ot her
drainage facilities, or gr ade separati ons, i ncl udi ng
approaches thereto, on, wunder, or over the district roads,
wi thout joint county funds being involved and wi t hout
limtation as to size of project, but only if adequate funds
are available for all projects for which the road district
has petitioned the county for joint participation. If the
project size is over $10,000 $5;000, the road district
comm ssioner shall also obtain the perm ssion of the county

engi neer.

Sec. 6-701.8. The fornmula allocation for township and
road districts for the distribution of notor fuel tax funds,
provided for in Section 8 in the "Mtor Fuel Tax Law', may be
used by the hi ghway conm ssioner, subject to the conditions
set out in Sections 6-301, 6-701.1 and 6-701.2 as respects
t he nmet hods, equipnment and materials appropriate for such
mai nt enance or inprovenent, and, in township counties, with
the approval of the board of town trustees, for t he
mai nt enance or inprovenent of nondedi cated subdivi sion roads
established prior to July 23, 1959. Any such road inproved
beconmes, by operation of law, a part of the township and
district road system providing such road neets standards as
established by the county. In township counties, the board of
town trustees shall <condition its approval, as required by
this Section, wupon proportional matching contri butions,
whether in cash, kind, services or otherw se, by property

owners in the subdivision where such a road is situated. No
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nor e t han t he anmount of the increase in allocation
attributable to this anendatory Act of 1979 and any
subsequent anmendatory Act plus 50% 20% of such funds
ot herwi se all ocated under the fornmula as provided in Section
8 in the "Mtor Fuel Tax Law' and subsequently approved as
provided in this Section, may be expended on eligible
nondedi cat ed subdi vi si on roads.
